Nations deadly war effort in Korea 
has as its motto: “That Others May 
Live.” 
It Is the Third Air Sea Rescue 
squadron. 
Their members contribute more 
to the morale of fellow fliers than 
letters from home. 
The rescue lads could gripe if they 
wished. Unlike fighter and bomber 
pilots, they do not come under the 
special rotation setup after a given 
number of missions or combat hops. 
They do. however, chalk up points 
under the normal rotation program, 
for length of time In Korea or 
Japan. 
But the rescue pilots are not com­ 
plaining. They’re too busy. 
Just the other day—August 29— 
the helicopter filers picked up 72 
Allied soldiers stranded by the rain- 
swollen Imjin river, A number were 
lifted from a section of a wrecked 
ponton bridge in midstream, one at 
a time. 
Last march seven helicopters oper­ 
ated from dawn to dusk, under en­ 
emy fire, bringing out wounded who 
had made a paratroop drop at Mun- 
san. Third rescue aircraft flew 147 
sorties that day, evacuating 170 per­ 
sons. 
Top rescue pilot is Capt. Lynden 
B. Thomason of Paradise. 
He has picked up 224 persons in 
individual combat rescues. Second 
is Lt. Elmer Barnes of Crossroads, 
N. M., with 219. 
Not all rescues are by helicopter. 
The i^uadron flies the SA-16 Alba­ 
tross, an amphibian aircraft which 
can carry eight or more patients; 
the SB-17, a four engine search and 
rescue craft which carries a life raft 
to drop to survivors in the water; 
the EB-29, long range four-engine

search and rescue version, of 
superfort, life-raft equipped; 
twin engine SC-47 for drops of med­ 
icines and paramedics, and several 
types of helicopters. 
Since beginning operations in the 
Korean war the squadron has flown 
more than 5,000 sorties and logged 
12,000 combat flying hours. It has 
evacuated more than 2,300 United 
Nations soldiers and airmen, 600 of 
them from behind enemy lines. 
One of the most spectacular res­ 
cues was made by Lt. John J. Na­ 
jarían of Fresno. His 16-ton am­ 
phibian, landed at night on the 
shallow, debris-filled Atedong river 
and rescued a fighter pilot, Capt. 
Kenneth M. Stewart of Louisville, 
despite enemy fire from both sides 
of the river. 
Najarían located Stewart, got him 
aboard and then took off under 
heavy gunfire and returned him 
safely to base. 
The little “eggbeaters” .frequently 
come back with bullet holes. 
Capt. Osborn E. McKinzie of Kan­ 
sas City, picked up a pilot downed 
in a hot spot near Chinnahipo, just 
south of the Red capital, Pyongyang. 
He got him out although bullets 
whistled at them as they rose. Back 
at* base McKinzie found his oil line 
had been hit and there wasn’t 
enough oil left to measure. 
He counted 11 bullet holes in his 
helicopter. 
The squadron is part of the Mili­ 
tary Air Transport Service (MATS) 
and is commanded by Col. Klair E.

A move which may speed con­ 
struction of a six-lane approach to 
the Golden Gate bridge was ap­ 
proved yesterday afternoon by bridge 
directors at their regular meeting. 
A resolution was passed, with only 
Director Matt Graham of Marin 
county abstaining, which would au­ 
thorize execution of a contract with 
the State Department of Public 
Works to construct and ma&itain a 
six-lane bridge approach up the 
Waldo grade. 
Director W. Finlaw Geary of 
Santa Roia, who introduced the 
resolution, explained that it,would 
not obligate the bridge more than 
it already is obligated. He said the 
purpose of the resolution was to ask 
the Public Works Department to 
enter into an agreement to make 
the preliminary surveys as soon as 
possible and to submit reports back 
to the board within six months after 
signing of the contract. 
The directors several months ago 
voted to use a state loan of $5,000,000 
as part payment for widening of the 
Waldo grade if the Division of High­ 
ways would supply the rest of the 
money needed for the oonstnicMon. 
In explaining the reason for his 
“pass,” Director Graham said he is 
“not opposed to the widening of the 
approach.” He is still opposed, he 
says, to “us spending the $5,000,000 
on the approach.” 
Marin’s other representative on 
the board, Leland S. Murphy, voted 
in favor of the resolution. He ex­ 
plained he was opposed to using the 
$5,000,000 for that purpose too, but

WHEN THE. ATOM BOMB STRIKES-III 
Southern Marin Will Have 
Big Role If Disaster Strikes 


(Last of Three Articles) 
By CHARLES' N. EISCHEN 
In many ways southern Marin 
will play one of the biggest parts in 
the emergency and rescue care of 
Marin commuters trapped in Ban 
Francisco if the bay city is shaken 
by an atom bomb dropped from 
enemy planes. 
It win be to the southern cities in 
the county that the casualties will 
first be taken. According to a dis­ 
aster plan worked out by Marin civil 
defense planning board, ambulanc­ 
es, autos, trucks, and cars will lead 
the conyoy to San Francisco to 
bring back the injured. And they 
will be taken direct to Marin City 
for iwelimlnary first aid and regis­ 
tration. 
Persons arriving by Marin’s fleet 
of fishing ixjats and yachts will be 
taken to Sausalito, Tiburón, and 
Belvedere for temporary treatment 
and then on to Marin City. 
Col. E. Carl Engelhart, Marin’s dvO 
defense coordinator, explained the 
enormous task delegated to Marin 
City CD corps. 
Workers from the 
organization will meet each casualty 
as it arrives and provide shelter un­ 


til the patient can be moved to a 
hospital closer to its home.

Prom the central rescue area in 
Marin City, patients will be trans­ 
ferred to Ross General Ijoepitftl b^ 
vehicles arranged by Ross civil de­ 
fense workers. The hospital has 
been assigned 960 bed patients with 
the overflow going to College erf Ma­ 
rin. 
Greenbrae has been delegated tjpe 
task of carrying 550 casualties from 
Marin City to Bfarin General hos­ 
pital if the building is In a condi­ 
tion to reeeive the injured. 
Engelhart explains the hospital 
building will be used if it has the 
roof on, even though the inside may 
not be completed. H ie overflow of 


patients will be cared for in Marin 
Catholic High school.

Join us (communists) 
and wc’ll kick the bosses out of power and 
take over for ounelvci." (Bosses, of, course, is 
20th century American for what earlier Marx- 
ifti referred to as the wealthy ruling class.) 


Essentially, Marxism and its modern per­ 
verted from, Riiiiisn communiim, arc baiically 
“out of tunc" with American ideals. 
American dcmoaacy has its roots in the 
concept that “all men are equal." The ideal 
for which the founding fathers strove was a 
dassleis republic. Enlightened leaders of our 
nation have long recognized that “labor," in 
t very real sense includes virtually all Ameri­ 
cans. Brains, brawn, skill—the ability to direct 
and to carry out directions—production in the 
shop, the laboratory, the field, the research 
foundations, the domain of pure and applied 
sdence all combine to give the whole people 
the good things of life we have in such 
abundance. 


It is to the aed it of our nation's more solid 
labor leaden that Marxistscall them reds, 
radicalf, communists or whatever you care to 
•«•have made no^morc progress in labor or- 
ganiiatlons than they have. It takes strong 
leadership to cope svith a force which has such 
advantages as the Marxists enjoy in the seem­ 
ing parallel between the labor movement and 
Marxism. 


Fortunately, that strong leadersbip is with 
us.

They hold that these activities arc the 
rciponsibilities of the state, the local com­ 
munities, or private individuali, and that Fed­ 
eral partkipation in these fields, both financial 
and managerial, should be abandoned thiough- 
out this nation of oun." 


T hat message cdmci like a breath of fresh 
mountain air in an era when most of the 
chambers of commerce and other such civic 
organizations seem to be primarily involved in 
trying to get more and more money out of the 
Federal treasury, or more appropriately, the 
taxpayer's pocket. Moreover, it is a message 
which is based squarely on what we used to 
consider fundamental American ideals and 
principles. Yet a whole gcncrition has grown 
up which never livc<J under anything except 
the system of Federal grants and doles which 
began with the depression and has continued, 
at an ever accelcfating pitch, ever since.

We Should Have

On Wall 6 Years Ago 


At San Francisco next week some 
so nations meet to lign a peace 
treaty with Japan. For mofnieins 
the place this has in hfsiory there 
is light in another meeting of near­ 
ly til the nations in the world that 
was held In the lama city • liiUe 
over six yean igo, in the ipring 
of 1945. The purpose of that earlier 
mecUng was to eet up the world 
organisation which became the 
United Nations^. 
Underlying the cremtlng of the 
United Nationa were three major 
aMUfiiptlona. One was that there 
would be **one world.** That Ideal 
had gripped the imeilnation of 
peoples everywhere, eapeelally the 
American people; a book bearing 
that title had enormous circulation, 
and the hope and oonfldencc it 
gave rise ^ta was inereaied by the 
eminence of lie author. Wendell 
Willkie, who had been the repub­ 
lican candidate for president In 
1940. Inherent in the assumption 
• thfit thare would be one world was 
another, that there would be uni­ 
versal and permanent world peace. 
A third assumption was that Rus­ 
sia would cooperate. 


THE AfEETING AT San Fran­ 
cisco next week is formal con­ 
firmation that these assumptions 
were wrong. They had for some 
time been increasingly recognised 
as having been Illusions. The-com­ 
ing San Francisco meeting is an 
official step in a course which 
recognises that there I& not to be 
one world but two, that Russia 
will not cooperate toward peace 
but Is an enemy intent upon one 
world to the sense that that world 
shall be Communist. 
In the eonllct between the Com­ 
munist world and the non-Com- 
munist one. the coming San Fran­ 
cisco meeting is to Important re- 
spfcts a strengthening of the non- 
Communist world and of the 
United States as Its spearhead. By 
the general peace treaty with Ja- 
j)an and the pact between Japan 
and the United States that is to 
follow, Japan becomes a part of 
the non-Gommunist world, a bas­ 
tion of it and of us to the Pacific. 
The fact that some fifty other na­ 
tions join with us to the peace 
treaty with Japan, Is an extension 
of our strength and our Influence. 
This expansion of our strength and 


us to the point of confiscation, and has inade 


the tax bill one of the largest items in every 


family budget. It is the system which has 
created huge government deficits, even in times 


when business was booming and tax revenues 


were at record peaks. It is the system i|hich 
will ruin us if continued.

Whatever Russian Communism 
does about our bringing about a 
psioe trkaty with Japan, what it 
hss already done and the more 
that it will do in the meeting at 
San Francisco, is not toltlative 
on its part, It is rather an axclted 
and incoherent t reaction to Ini­ 
tiative by us. The .status brought 
about by the peace treaty with 
Japan Is a deterrent of toitiatlva 
by Communist Russia. 


THIS IS NOT TO suggest that 
Russian Communism will abate its 
hostility to us. What we have done 
about Japan is belated recognition 
of a permanent condition, that 
Russian Communism will never 
cooperate 
toward 
International 
peace, that any "one world" to 
which Russian Communism assents 
must be a Communist world. 
Wt ought to have recosnlzed it 
earlier. TO read now newspaper ac­ 
counts of the San Francisco meet- 
.tof to April, 1945 to organize the 
United Nations is to get a faint 
preview of what presumably we 
will see at the present San Fran­ 
cisco meeting. At the earlier meet­ 
ing Russian representatives blus­ 
tered, and the Communist heads 
at Moscow took official action con-, 
trary to the spirit of the United 
Nations. But America was so deep­ 
ly imbued with the desirability of 
bringing about a United Nations 
and of friendship with Russia that 
newspaper accounts reflected pux- 
zlement rather than resentment. A 
headline to "The Washington Pott" 
over a dispatch from San Fran­ 
cisco read "Soviet Mind Real Enig­ 
ma at Conclave." A Washington 
headline of a dispatch to *The New 
York Times" said, "Washington 
Puzzled By Soviet Maneuvers." 
Mild as that phrasing wai^ it 
ought td have put us on guard. 
But we were still at war and Soviet 
Russia was our ally. We wert un­ 
der the spell of that fact, and of 
the Roofivelt administrtiyon’s pol­ 
icy of friendship toward Soviet 
Russia. These conditions accounted 
largely for the Illusion we were 
under.

Where did the grain come from 
that went into the bread In the 
little southern town of Pont-Saint- 
Esprit—bread that killed four per­ 
sons and set at least 40 others 
writhing in the agonies of “St. An­ 
thony’s Fire?’* 
Did kindly, matronly Marie Bcs- 
nard, 53. feed fatal doses of arsenic 
to her two husbands and 10 other 
persons, including close relatives, in­ 
laws and friends? They all died be­ 
tween 1027 and 1047 and Madame 
Besnard—now in jail awaiting trial 
—acquired a great deal of wealth 
during that time, much of it in 
legacies. 
Is It the body of Madame Marta 
Smighly-Rydz, widow of the late 
Polish army M a r s h a l Edward 
Smighly-Rydz, that was found un­ 
der a bridge on the Riviera in July? 
If so—and police think it is, though 
the head, legs and arms are missing 
—who did it? 
Case No. 1: 
Police figure they’ve got the bread 
deaths partly cleared tip. 'The bread 
was poisoned by Ergot, they say, a 
fungus disease that hits cereals in 
rainy spells and causes what was 
known from medieval times as 
“fervent fever” or “St. Anthony’s 
Fire.” 
The weird malady struck the tiny 
Rhone river port of Pont-Saint- 
Esprit Aug. 17. Some 200 persons 
called urgently for .medical help- 
some of them screaming they were 
surrounded by fire and monsters 
and some trying to commit suicide.

On July 17, the torso of a woman 
was found in a sack under a bridge 
at Cros-DUtclle, a village near the 
Riviera resort city of Cannes.

Cow Culling 
Good d a i r y m e n find several 
causes for culling closely for higher 
production. Glenn Goble, University 
of California agricultural extension 
service in Marin, says dairymen cull 
about 20 per cent of their herds an­ 
nually with some variation due 
mainly to economic conditions. 
Out of 20 cows culled, seven ^are 
removed lor low production, two for 
udder troubles, one for abortion, two 
for sterility, one for old age, four 
were sold to other dairies, one died, 
and two were culled for other 
reasons. 
Culling for sterility doubled in 
the past few years. Culling for 
brucellosis has dropped spectacular­ 
ly. The price of milk and the cost 
of cows are causes for variation in 
the number of cows culled from 
year to year, 
Goble believes a good and sound 
management problem will help to 
reduce the number of cows culled 
and thereby aid in i n c r e a s t n g 
efficiency of productioA. Such a 
program is based on good breeding 
and good feeding along with disease 
control.

The Marin Association of Insur­ 
ance Agents said that Marin resi­ 
dents have been canvassed by mail 
with promotional material by the 
midwest firms. 
I:; his warning, Maloney declared: 
“In this solicitation the device of 
a oajd is med which purports to 
enroll the recipient of the mailed 
material as a member of the asso­ 
ciation because of his safe driving. 
*‘From the promiscuity with which 
these membership cards are circu­ 
lated, they appear to be nothing 
more than a selling device for the 
accident tnsurance.** 
Maloney then reviewed the firm’s 
history, noting that it falls far short 
of requirements in California for 
insurance transactions: that it Is a 
misdemeanor for any Californian to 
serve the company because of its or­ 
ganization: that because of this, it 
cannot settle claims except by mail: 
and that “policies issued to persons 
answering this solicitation have 
been examined and they fall short 
of meeting California requirements. 
He warned that there is no pro­ 
tection given policy holders of this 
company under California laws. 


MIUTARY-CIYIUAN JUSTICE MESHES 
Marin Having No Difficulty 
Bringing Men Into Courts

Marin, law enforcement officers 
are not hkely to have trouble prose­ 
cuting military personnel 
have 
violated the law, according to Dis­ 
trict Attorney Richard Sims and 
Hamilton Air Force Base authori­ 
ties. 
Referring to the situation in Cbn- 
tra Costa county where the Army 
has often refused to hand over 
Camp Stoneman soldiers pn civilian 
misdemeanor charges, Sims said 
that Hamilton Air Force Base au­ 
thorities have never followed the 
Army’s policy. 
“The Air Force with whose per­ 
sonnel most of our cases arise,’* said 
Sims, “has not yet followed the 
Army pfactlce. 
“To date the provost marshal’s 
office at Hamilton Air Force Base 
has fully cooperated in producing 
all defendants charged with crimes, 
whether misdemeanor or felony.” 
Base officials at Hamilton issued 
the following statement today: 
“We 
have 
always 
maintained 
close cooperation with civilian law 
enforcement agencies in the entire 
command. We will continue to co­ 
operate with these agencies to the 
utmost in keeping with Air Force 
directives and policies of the com­ 
manding general. We have had ex­ 
ceptional relations with all civü au­ 
thorities and have always had 
through the command.” 
'The Marin prosecutor gave his 
opinion, however, that Army person­ 
nel are liable to prosecution by civil 
authorities, in spite of a recent 
Sixth Army directive which said 
that soldiers charged with mis­ 


demeanor offenses will be tried only 
in military courts. 
‘Tt is my opinion,** he said, “that 
Army personnel off their military 
reservations are subject to civil ar­ 
rest.

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New Turf Grass Helps 


In Fight AgainstWeeds 


PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 
Your Last Chance To M o v e Iris 
Is Right Now, Warn Experts 


f 
B j ALBERT WILSON 
If you ai'e considering a plan­ 
tation ol iris, or if your friend has 
promised you stock from his col- 
. lection, now is the time to divide 
them. Back in June and July you 
had your first chances, but this 
Is your last clmnce to work over 
iris in 1951. 
^ 
Professor £. O. Essig of Berke­ 
ley, an expert, recommends that 
iris be divided every two years, 
oltener is better. They may be left 
undisturbed for three or four 
years. 
• 
Select a sunny spot for your 
Iris. In shade they throw out 
weak flopping leaves. Somebody 
said iris would grow in the shade; 
he told a lie. He forgot you can 
never lie to flowers; theyh show 
you exactly what you have done. 
Those iris never bloomed. But 
they still had poetry in their 
hearts and when shifted into Uie 
s u n s h i n e , they waved their 
fleur-de-lis twenty-four hours a 
«lay all spring long. 
There are six different groups 
of iris and every kind has found 
Its way into Oalifomia gardens. 
At this time, of course, you are 
fSealing with Iris germánica, a 
European form. It is a member of 
the bearded iris. On the lower 
flower petal the bushy stamens 
bristle like a beard. These iris 
have been improved so that today 
they posses fragrance as delicate 
as that of the rose, and every 
color from white to pink and blue, 
excluding red or orange. 
TO GO ABOUT the |ob of 
transplanting first, lift the clump 
with a spade, second, slice it 
through from the' top once or 
twice with the sharp edge of the 
spade, and then pull the rhizomes 
apart. The rhizome is the herby 
part that suggests a flat sided long 
sweet potato. The true roots of 
the tris come out of the rhizome. 
Cut off any rhizomes that are dead 
or riddled with wormy holes. 
Next cut off the old leaves, leav­ 
ing about four or five Inches at 
the base. New blades come out ol 
these old ones and also along the 
rhizome. 
Throw a wet sack over your pile 
of plants while you prepare the 
soil. Shove the spade down as far 
as you can, turn over the soil, 
break it, and smooth it out. If you 


have some bonemeal run into the 
garage and get it. Give a pound 
to every 12 plants when set a lit­ 
tle 
more 
than 
a 
foot 
apart. 
Sprinkle the bonemeal in the soil 
and stir it in. (For German iris 
once in a whMe dust the soil with 
lime.) 
Now place the rhizome in the 
soil straight down, not floating on 
the surface. The rhizome begins 
immediately to grow at the end, 
and will adjust itself rapidly and 
aatisfactorijy. 
The 
rhizome 
is 
merely a food storehouse for the 
real roots that come on its lower 
surface. 
PLANT 18 INCHES APART, al- 
low;ing plenty of room, for each 
rhizome to spread. After planting, 
water the plot and keep moist for 
two or three weeks, or imtil the 
rains normally come. 
We have been discussing beard­ 
ed iris, particularly’germanice the 
common *'flag lily’*. There are 
many hybrids, also beardless iris. 
Many are native to California, 
and there is another group in 
:Lo''Uislana. Do not disturb your 
beardless Iris in September. If you 
dig them up now you will kill the 
plant. Our native iris carry thep: 
blooms un,'tll June, after which, the 
plant dies down under the Cali­ 
fornia summer heat. Walt until 
spring and then p r e p a r e the 
;ground as ’described, above. 
Seeds of the beardless iris, how­ 
ever, may be gathered and sown 
now. They will germinate easily 
and by and by you will have new 
plants. Louisiana iris also grow 
well from seed.

The iris with large, flat, saucer­ 
like flowers, comes from Japan. 
There they grow along the stream 
banks and on the moist rolling 
hills. We grow them hej^ in pools, 
near dripping faucets or along 
streams. They have a fibrous root 
s..ystem an.d .in 'dry California we 
must respect their fondness for 
water. Never give the Japanese iris 
lime, I did it once and killed the 
plant.

Concrete Path 
Easy To Make 
A c<Micrete sidewalk can be laid 
directly cm the earth if it is well- 
drained, otherwise it should have 
a well-packed 6" base of clean 
gravel or cinders. 
The concrete itself should be 
one part cement, 2 parts sand and 
S parts small crushed stone. Since 
4" is the right thickness for a 
walk, 2x4s will serve as side forms, 
being held In position by slakes 
driven in the ground on the out­ 
side. Top edges of the 2x4s should 
m ark the surfac^ of the finished 
walk and the boards oh one*side 
should be hi** to 
higher than 
the other so water will drain off 
the walk. 
The walk is laid in 6* secti<Kis 
with narrow spaces between each 
section to allow for expansion. This 
is provided by setting boards on 
•dge crosswise between the side 
Bnilding Services 
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2x4s and tacking a strip of heavy 
tarred felt on one face of each 
cross-board. 
When the side forms and cross- 
boards are in position, concrete is 
poured in alternate sections. When 
the concrete hardens, the cross­ 
boards are removed, leaving the 
strips of felt in place, and con­ 
crete is poured in the remaining 
sections. As concrete is poured It 
should be spaded and tamped to 
settle the stones and pebbles and 
bring cement paste to the top to 
provide a smooth surface. After a 
section Is poured, a straight board 
is set o n . edge across the walk 
from one side form to the other 
and worked with a sawing, zig­ 
zag motion to remove surplus con­ 
crete and level the surface.

THE AVERAGE HOUSEHOLD- 
ER does not need a great array of 
tools. A claw hammer, a couple of 
screwdrivers, a pair of pliers and 
a monkey wrench can do a lot In 
the way of keeping your house in 
order. So when you go to the hard­ 
ware store, it's shmrt-sighted to be 
pennywise and dollar - fo<^ish. 
Quality tcibls. last longer, do bet­ 
ter jobs and need less xare than 
bargain-oounter counterfeits. 
This rule applies with even 
more force as your enthusiasm 
grovrs and you want a saw, a brace 
and bits, a plane, a vise, or a com­ 
plete home workshop. You’ll find 
that the difference in cost between 
a professional tool and an in­ 
ferior one amounts to compara­ 
tively little. That difference Is en­ 
tirely offset by superior perform­ 
ance, accuracy and durabllit|^ 
And youll find that good tools 
will be respected. Other members 
of the family will not be so 
tempted to use a keenly whetted 
chisel as a screwdriver, or a 
screwdriver as a can opener—fre­ 
quent crimes. 
THE SELECTION of tools and 
their proper usage are basically 
im portant in house mamienance. 
Choose your claw hammer, for in­ 
stance, with usage in mind. You’ll 
find two major types at the hard­ 
ware store. One will have a flat 
striking surface at the end of a 
straight neck. This Is a plain-faoe 
hammer. W ith this type the 
. novice is able to drive nails 
straighter, but it is more liable to 
dent the surface of the wood. 
Another has a head that bulges 
slightly at the end of a tapered 
neck and usually has a slightly 
curved—convex—striking surface. 
This is the bell-face hammer. 
IT’S A GOOD IDEA to learn 
the use of a bell-face hammer. 
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With a little practice you can 
drive a nailhead flush, or even a 
bit below the surface without dent­ 
ing the wood. 
You’ll find h a m m e r heads 
weighing from 5 to 28 ounces. If 
you plan to use the tool only lor 
building birdhouses, or driving 
small brads, don’t pick out a 
heavy hammer. For general house­ 
hold use, hammers range from 10 
to 18' ounces. Heft them for feel. 
You’ll want a heavier hammer for 
driving ordinary nails Into hard­ 
wood and larger nails into soft 
woods. 
EX4IMINE THE HANDLE. It 
should be a straight grain hard­ 
wood.. Hickory 'Or ash make fins 
handlea. The end that shows 
through the hammer bead should 
show wedges for a tight fit.

Arequipa To Receive 
' As Gift On Sanatoria

Today Arequipa, a tuberci^sis 
sanatorium for women of liihited 
means, is celebrating its fortieth 
anniversary. Although its work has 
been carried on quietly through 
the past four decades, more than 
2700 patients have been treated 
since its founding. 
In recognition of Arequipa’s ac- 
complishm'Gnts and to raise money 
in its behalf an informal barbecue 
and dance will be given on Sept. 
15 at the home of the Roger Kents 
in Kent Woodlands. 
Much of Arequipa’s success is 
due to the efforts of kindly, self- 
effacing Miss Emma Appelgren,- 
who has been superintendent for 
17 years. She noted recently: “We 
made no distinction as to creed or 
color. AE are accepted on what is 
in their chests rather than how 
they look from the outside. It used 
to be that we bragged about their 
coming from every state in the 
union. Now we say that they come 
from aU over the world. Right 


now we have patients from Tahiti, 
Latvia, Italy, Russia. China, Japan, 
the Philippine Islands, San Salva­ 
dor and Germany.” 
AREQUIPA WAS NAMED for a 
Peruvian city of'that name and 
means “place of rest”. Located 
west of Fairfax on land donated 
by the Bothin Foundation, the 
sanatorium has been a San Fran­ 
cisco Community Chest agency 
since 1923. Although the patients 
pay for their care, money is badly 
needed for maintenance and for 
modem improvements. 
The majority of the patients are 
working girls or young mothers in 
their twenties or early thirties. 
Those who have minimal tubercu­ 
losis (early stage) are hospitaEzed 
from three to six months, al­ 
though it takes much longer to 
arrest the disease In the more ad­ 
vanced stages. The average case is 
hospitalized from six to eight 
months. Usually there are about 
50 patients at Arequipa, and at

established shortly after the sanatorium opened ii 
1911. Working in the pottery provided excellent occupational therapy 
mr the patients ond gove them an opportunity to earn money toward 
their support in the hospital. The pottery was very attractive and 
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present 56 women are receiving 
treatment. 
STATISTICS CANNOT TELL 
the story of what Arequipa has 
meant to its individual patients. 
One of these was “Barbara”, who 
was admitted to Arequipa during 
the war. She had been working in 
a defense plant while her husband 
was in the service. She had no> 
ticed tliat she tried early, but had 
thought nothing of it. since she’d 
never done such hard w^ork be- 
fwe. Her chest was X-rayed when 
a mobile T.B. unit came to the 
plant, and the X-ray showed a 
cavity in one lung as large as a 
basebaU. 
She was a tall girl, and weighed 
only 9b pounds when she came to 
Arequipa. She had been hospital­ 
ized there* for some months when 
streptomycin, a wonder di^ug for 
combatthig certain types of tu­ 
berculosis, was introduced. Soon 
Barbara had gained 30 pounds and 
was well on her way to complete 
recovery. Today she has resumed 


a normal life, is working full time* 
and is still happily married to her 
ex-GI.

case, cam,e to Arequipa whOe in 
her early teens. As she improved 
she learned to help out in the 
laboratory and after assisting there 
for more than a year, she was 
able to take a full time job as a 
lab technician.

Chemical Machinations Used 
To Rejuvenate Battered Movies 


By IRVIMG BESFOE 
Movies is the topic for this week 
and, like a June bride, it’ll have 
something new, something old and 
something borrowed. 
Something new . .. for the ama­ 
teur home movie fans. After five 
years re,search, Ansco of Bingham­ 
ton, N.Y., announce they now have 
available &mm daylight type Ansco 
Color film in magazine loads. This 
is the first new Smm color film 
since Kodachrome was introduced 
15 years ago and comes just in 
time for the increased’ summer 
market. 
At the same time magazine loads 
in 16 mm daylight Ansco Color film 
is being marketed. Film for artifi­ 
cial light in both sizes will be 
added later. 
* • # 
Something old . . . like battered, 
scratched-up home movies that 
had seen their best viewing days, 
can now be rejuvenated, and given 
a new lease on sight. The service, 
till now available to visual aids 
groups like museums, educational 
groups and business concerns, is 
being made available to the 16mm 
home movie field. Machines to take 
care of the 8mm fans are coming 
shortly. 
It takes a combination of chem­ 
icals and scientific machination to 
remove scratc.hes from old films— 
in color as well as black-and-white 
—and make them viewable, but the 
demand is growing and the process 
is perfected according to Jack Ber­ 


nard, president of Rapid Film. 
Technique, Inc., of New York City. 
A doctor friend of Bernard 
dramatized the need for m;ak.ing 
the service available to individuals. 
About 15 years ago some movies 
were made as the doctor performed 
a rare surgical operation. Through 
careless handling at frequent med­ 
ical group showings, this film was 
in bad condit,ion and had been put 
aside. Recently the doctor had a 
similar surgical case and wished 
to refresh his memory. Could Mr. 
.Bernard restore the film? 
*‘Our operation on the film,” said 
Bernard, “was as successful as the 
doctor’s on the patient . . . and 
, almost as miraculous It was the 
start of many individual requests 
as word of it spread.” 
Practically all s,urface scratches 
on film can be removed. Improper 
film gate adjustment in projectors 
is responsible in many cases. Where 
the scratches are on. the emulsion, 
side, the film passes through three 
different tanks. Through various 
chemical s o 1 u 11 o n s , Bernard 
explained, the emulsion is raised 
and swollen, closing the tiny track 
of tl)e scratch till it disappears. It 
takes fow ot.her processes to simi­ 
larly remove scratches on the gela­ 
tin side of the film. 
A coat of lacquer is then applied 
to the film, which protects it in. 
future handling. A certain amount 
of moisture is retained in the film 
and sealed by the lacquer coating 
to avoid brittleness. New film can 


be given the lacquer treatment to 
prolong its life. 
“The business of fixing up old 
film is not new,” Henry Lloyd, an­ 
other official of Rapid Film con­ 
fided. “But the growth of tele­ 
vision saw a marked spurt in the 
saleability of old films. I needn’t 
remind you how Hopalong Cassidy 
became a national figure. And 
the.se old films need'Cd al.l the re- 
juvination they could get—which 
is much cheaper than making new 
prints—to off-set the viewing dif­ 
ficulties of telev.ision i'tself. 
*‘As pioneers in the restoration 
and preservation of movie film, we 
perfected our own machine and 
improved the processes, more than 
doubling the life of used films. 
“From the criticisms I’ve heard 
of T¥' .film fare,” .he added, '“per­ 
haps that isn’t such a good idea.” 
However if Bernard and Lloyd 
wished to point with pride, there 
was the rush job they did for the 
Army a while back. Some film, 
captured from the enemy in Ko­ 
rea, was sent to their plant, under 
armed guard, for restoration. They

STORIES OF FAMOUS HYMNS 
Great Hymns Of Dr. Isaac Watts 
Favorites Throughout The World 


By HORACE B. POWELL 
It is nearly 200 years since the 
great English hymnist. Dr. Isaac 
Watts, slipped away to taste those 
“seas of heavenly rest” of which 
he sings in this popular and prec­ 
ious hymn of Heaven. But in 
churches throughout Christendom 
today the great hymns that he left 
behind him are still being sung as 
fervently as In the days that he 
penned them. 
How could present-day Chris­ 
tians 'possibly 'm.an.'ag€ 'W'itho'ut .such 
gems as “We’re Marching To Zion,” 
“O God, Our Help In Ages Past,” 
“When I Survey The Wondrous 
Cross.” “Jesus Shall Reign.” and 
the favorite of every Christmas 
season, “Joy To ’The World, The 
Lo.rd 'Is. Come.” 
None of Dr. Watts* hymns has 
enjoyed wider popularity and use 
than the one reproduced above. 
It was Included in that rather not­ 
able volumne of “Hymns And 
Spiritual Songs” w bkh W aits pub­ 
lished .In. lim 'W.h.ile serving .as 
minister 
of 
the 
Independent 
Church in London. Its title in that 
collection was “The Hopes Of 
Heaven Our Support Under Trials 
On Earth.” 
It was a great favorite in the 
nin.etcenth. century gO'Spel reviva'lg 
which swept across America. Short­ 


ly after the war between the states 
ended, in 1865, an interesting anec­ 
dote appeared telling of the hymn's 
use one night on the battlefield 
of Shiloh. According to the story a 
captain, who lay on the field, badly 
'Wounded., began, to' th;in'k m .he 
gazed up at the starlit heavens of 
the suffering Christ endured on 
the Cross for the sins of humanity. 
“I felt.” the young ©ffiC'er said 
later, “that though wounded 1 


ought to praise God. 1 could not 
help singing th at beautiful hymn 
commencing with the line, ‘When 1 
can read my title clear.* And soon 
I discovered that there was a 
Christian in the brush near me. 1 
'Could not seC' him, but I could he.ar' 
him. He took up the strain of the 
song, and beyond him another, and 
another joined in the singing, and 
we made that bloody field ring 
with th at hymn of loftt cheer.”

All through hiatotry there ha« 
been racial disariminatáon. Jews 
considered that they were God’s 
chosen people and that they should 
not eat, worship or associate so­ 
cially with thoae whom they called 
Gentiles. 
White men lodked down on thoae 
whose skins were darker than 
theirs. Men of wealth and position 
lauded it over men of lowly birth 
who worked with their hands. 
Kings ruled their subjects with ab­ 
solute authority because they held 
their positions by authority of God 
Himself. 80 they claimed. 
Are men learning better, as the 
early church was gradually led to 
see that the gospel was not a mes­ 
sage to the Jews alone, but was 
intended to be Iwought to all men? 
As races and nations are forced by 
the changing world to mingle more 
and more together, are we learn­ 
ing that Odd made us alt; that He 
loves us all, and we all should be 
brothers no midter what our posi­ 
tions in life, our race or color? 
ARE WE LEARNING that men 
have the same basic needs—of food, 
drink, clothes, tíielter, love, liberty 
and understanding? And that all 
of us need to be saved from our 
sins and brought to God. 
St. John tells us that Jesus *'must 
needs go through Samaria.” Most 
Jews went a circuitous route to 
avoid going through Samaria, as 
t^ y despised the people. They 
traded with them, but had no so­ 
cial or religious dealings with them. « 
You will remember from other 
lessons that the problem of wheth­ 
er the new religion was to be kept 
for the Jews only, or for the Gen­ 
tiles as well, troubled the early 
Christian church a great deal, and 
there was much, dissension and dis­ 
cussion of the subject. Jesus shows 
us very clearly not only by the epi­ 
sode of His deliberately passing 
through Samaria, hut of holding 
converse with a Bamarltan woman 
—and a woman whose character 
He knew to be not of the best. She 
was one of His Father's daughters, 
however, and Jesus would save her 
if He could—that is, If she had 
^ within herself the will to foe saved. 
JACOB’S WELL was dear the 
town of Sychar, where the apostles 
had gone to buy food. Jesus, being 
weary, sat down on the well, and 
the woman came there to draw 
water. Jesus asked her for a drink 
of water, and the woman t^ked. in 
surprise: ’’How is it that thou, 
being a Jew, askest drink of me, 
which am a wmnan of Samaria?” 
«Jesus answered and said unto

her. If thou knewest the gift of 
God, and who it is that saith to 
thee.

This answer amased the woman 
who said, ”Slr, Thou hast nothing 
to draw with, and the well is deep; 
from whence then hast Thou that 
living water? Art Thou greater 
than our father Jacob, wiiich gave 
us the well?’* 
PERHAPS THIS WOMAN was 
slightly annoyed, thinking this 
stranger was disparaging the well. 
**Jesus answered and said unto 
her. Whosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again; But who­ 
soever drinketh of the water that 
1 shall give him shall never thirst; 
but the water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life.” 
We do not know if the words of 
Jesus helped ttiis woman to lead a 
better life thereafter, or if she was 
converted, but we do know that 
Jesus felt the gospel was for every­ 
one, not Just the Jews, and that Me 
was purposely led to this woman 
by God's bidding. 
Peter was staying with Simon, 
a tanner, when, going up to the 
roof to take a nap, he had a vision 
wherein Be, being hungry, saw a

^eet let down from heaven with 
all manner of animals in it, and 
a voice told him to kill and eat. 
Peter said he could not do so, 
as many of the beasts were ’’un­ 
clean” according to the Jewish 
law. The voice said, ”What God 
hath cleansed, that call not thou 
common.” 
Peter wondered what meaning 
the vision had, hut Just then his 
host called that there were three 
men waiting to see Mm. The men 
came from a Homan centurion 
named Oornelius, and they said 
he must go with them to their 
master's house. 
CORNELIUS WAS a saintly man 
and he wanted to embrace the 
Christian religion. Hearing that 
Peter was nearby, he had sent 
for him. 
As Peter neared Ckirnelius’ house, 
the soldier came running to meet 
him and threw himself on his face 
before Peter, worshiping him. 
Peter raised him, saying, ’’Stand 
up; 1 myself also am a man.” 
Peter might have taken this 
homage as his due; he was, with 
his brother, Andrew, the first man 
Jesus called to follow Him. He was 
considered the head of the early 
Christian church, hut in his own 
opinion he was Just ”a man.” Let 
all who feel puffed up because of 
their success in life—whether they 
be churctinicn or laymen, take note 
of this passage in The Acts. 
Finding that Cornelius had gath­ 
ered together a number of people 
into his house. Peter began his 
talk by reminding them that the 
Jewish law forbade a Jew from 
ooming to one of another nation, 
but that God had shown him in a 
vision that he should call nothing 
that came from Him common or 
unclean. He baptized the people in 
the house and they received the 
Holy Ghost. 
The lesson is clear; ”Ood is no 
respecter of persons," as Peter was 
convinced. ’’Christ is all, smd in 
all . ” Oolossians 3:11.

Since beginning operations in the 
Korean war the squadron has flown 
more than 5,000 sorties and logged

evacuated more than 2,300 United 
Nations soldiers and airmen, 600 of 
them from behind enemy lines. 
One of the most spectacular res­ 
cues was made by Lt. John J. Na- 
jarian of Fresno. His 16-ton am­ 
phibian, landed at night on the 
shallow, debris-filled Atedong river 
and rescued a fighter pilot, Capt. 
Kenneth M. Stewart of Louisville, 
despite enemy fire from both sides 
of the river. 
Najarian located Stewart, got him 
aboard and then took off under 
heavy gunfire and returned him 
safely to base. 
The little “eggbeaters” frequently 
come back with bullet holes. 
Capt. Osborn E. McKinzie of Kan- ' 
sas City, picked up a pilot downed 
in a hot spot near Chinnatapo, just 
south of the Red capital, Pyongyang.

In many ways southern Marta 
will play one of the biggest parts in 
the emergency and rescue care of 
Marin commuters trapped in San 
Francisco if the bay city is shaken 
by an atom bomb dropped from 
enemy planes. 
It will 1» to the southern cities in 
the county that the casualties will 
first be taken. According to a dis­ 
aster plan worked out by Marin civil 
defense planning board, ambulanc­ 
es, autos, trucks, and cars will lead 
the conyoy to San Francisco to 
bring back the injured. 
And they 
will be taken direct to Marin City 
for preliminary first aid and regis­ 
tration. 
Persons arriving by Marin’s fleet 
of fishing boats and yachts will be 
taken to Sausalito, Tiburon, and 
Belvedere for temporary treatment 
and then on to Marta City. 
Col. E. Carl Engelhart, Marin’s civil 
defense coordinator, explained the 
enormous task delegated to Marta 
City CD corps. 
Workers from the 
organization will meet each casualty 
as It arrives and provide shelter un­ 


til the patient can be moved to a 
hospital closer to its home. 
And at the same time the workers 
will get complete information for 
a master file of all casualties. 
The registration file kept at Ma­ 
rta City will be used by the county 
civil defense corps to keep a tab on 
medical needs of the county, hos­ 
pital needs, and available workers. 
The file will also become vital to 
Marin families who had members 
in San Francisco at the time the 
bomb was dropped. 
From the central rescue area in 
Marin City, patients will be trans­ 
ferred to Ross General hospital b^ 
vehicles arranged by Ross civil de­ 
fense workers. The hospital has 
been assigned 960 bed patients with 
the overflow going to College of Ma­ 
rin. 
Greenbr&e has been delegated tfre 
task of carrying 550 casualties from 
Marta City to Marin General hos­ 
pital if the building is in a condi­ 
tion to receive the injured. 
Engelhart explains the hospital 
building will be used if it has the 
roof <«i, even though the inside may 
not be completed. The overflow of 


patients will be cared for in Marin 
Catholic High school. 
In doing this job Greenbrae is to 
expect help from civil defense corps 
in Kent field, Corte Madera, and 
Larkspur. 
In the plan San Anselmo CD 
corps is to pick up in San Francisco 
about 850 visitors from the north­ 
west, carrying them back to the Hub

Labor Developing Leaders 
Devoted To Americanism MARK 


Ad unfortunate aspect of collective bargain­ 
ing fs that it sets an ideal stage for the his- 
tronia of ammiunUu. 


The roots of communism stem from the 
basic Marxist concept of class struggle. Work­ 
ing people can't hope to get anywhere unless 
they revolt and “overthrow'* the “wealthy 
ruling class," according to this idea. 


Obviously when workers form 'organizations 
to seek better working conditions from their 
employers, the stage is set for the Marxist to 
say, “See, the formation of labor unions proves 
you can't get anywhere until you exert your 
power over the bosses. Join us (communists) 
and we’ll kick the bosses out of power and 
take over for ourselves.** (Bosses, of course, is 
20th century American for what earlier Marx­ 
ists referred to as the wealthy ruling class.) 


Essentially, Marxism and its modem per­ 
verted from, Ru»iian communism, are basically 
“out of tune'* with American ideals. 
American democracy has its roots in the 
concept that “all men are equal.*’ The ideal 
for which the founding fathers strove was a 
classless republic Enlightened leaders of our 
nation have long recognized that “labor,” in 


A very real sense includes virtually all Ameri­ 
cans. Brains, brawn, »kill—the ability to direct 
and to carry out directions—production in the 
shop, the laboratory, the field, the research 
foundations, the domain of pure and applied 
science all combine to give the whole people 
the good things of life we have in such 
abundance. 


It is to the credit of our nation’s more solid 
labor leaders that Marxists *» call them reds, 
radicals, communists or whatever you care to 
•»have made no#more progress in labor or­ 
ganizations than they have. 
It tikes strong 
leadership to cope with a force which has such 
advantages as the Marxists enjoy in the seem­ 
ing parallel between the labor movement and 
Marxism. 


Fortunately, that strong leadership is with 
us. 


Only a week or two ago, California's blunt 
Harry Lundeberg, AFL executive, declared his 
organization has decided to end its two-year 
political alliance w'ith the CIO, and added: 


“This means a return to the original policies 
of the AFL, which were established by Samuel 
Gompcrs, founder and first president It also 
means the AFL will no longer give a blanket 
recommendation to any political party. We 
will, however, continue to indorse individuals 
regardless of party affiliations. 


"W e made a mistake, and we can see it now. 
We don't want to flounder around in politics. 
Basically we are members of trade unions and 
as such vge should spend our time and energy 
in improving the conditions of our workers.’* 


In other words, Lundeberg recognizes that 
the interests of labor are not separate and 
distinct from the interests of other Americans

but instead are inseparable from the welfare 
of all the people. 


And right here in our own county the Marin 
Central labor council, calling for county-wide 
recognition of Labor Day, Sept S, and Union 
Label Week, Sept 28, expressed its aim as 
“seeking to bolster the American standard of 
living and the .American way of life." 


Let us hope that the labor movement in 
our nation, our state and in our own com­ 
munity continues to develop leaders with this 
understanding of and devotion to our Ameri­ 
can democratic ideals, protecting labor from 
infiltration by Marxists. 


Let Us Hope That 
Others Also Wake Up 


Indiana’s 85th General .Assembly recently 
sent a remarkable message to the Congress of 
the United States. It said, in part, “We have 
decided that there is no such thing as ’Federal 
aid.* We know there is no wealth to tax that 
is not already within the boundaries of« the 
48 stales. So we propose henceforth to tax our­ 
selves and take care of ourselves. 


*‘The people of Indiana resent the enroach- 
ment of the Federal government into the fields 
of education, highways, employment, agricul­ 
ture, medicine, banking, welfare and civic pro­ 
jects. They hold that these activities are the 
responsibilities of the state, the local com­ 
munities, or private individuals, and that Fed­ 
eral participation in these fields, both financial 
and managerial, should be abandoned through­ 
out this nation of ours.” 


T hat message crfmes like a breath of fresh 
mountain air in an era when most of the 
chambers of commerce and other such civic 
organizations seem to be primarily involved in 
trying to get more and more money out of the 
Federal treasury, or more appropriately, the 
taxpayer's pocket. Moreover, it is a menage 
which is based squarely on what we used to 
consider fundamental American ideals and 
principles. Yet a whole generation has grown 
up which never live^ under anything except 
the system of Federal grants and doles which 
began with the depression and has continued, 
at an ever accelerating pitch, ever since. 


This is the system which has destroyed states’ 


rights and undermined the independence of 


the people. It is the system which has taxed 


us to the point of confiscation, and has made 


the tax bill one of the largest items in every 


family budget. It is the system which has 


created huge government deficits, even in times 


when business was booming and tax revenues 


were at record peaks. It is the system vjhich 


will ruin us if continued.

We Should Have 
Read Handwriting 
On Wall 6 Years Ago 


At San Francisco next week some 
BO nations meet to sign a peace 
treaty with Japan. For recognising 
the place this has In history there 
is light in another meeting of near­ 
ly all the nations in the world that 
was held In the same city a Utile 
over six years age, in the spring 
of 1048. The purpose of that earlier 
meeting was to set up the world 
organisation which became the 
United Nations 
Underlying the creating of the 
United Nations were three major 
assumptions. One was that there 
would be "one world." That ideal 
had gripped the imagination of 
peoples everywhere, «specially the 
American people: a book bearing 
that title had enormous circulation, 
and the hope and confidence It 
gave rise to was increased by the 
eminence of its author. Wendell 
Willkie, who had been the repub­ 
lican candidate for president in 
1140. Inherent in the assumption 
thgt there would be one world was 
another, that there would be uni­ 
versal and permanent world peace. 
A third assumption was that Rus­ 
sia would cooperate. 


THE MEETING AT San Fran­ 
cisco next week is formal con­ 
firmation that these assumptions 
were wrong. They had for some 
time been increasingly recognized 
as having been illusions. The-com­ 
ing San Francisco meeting is an 
official step in a course which 
recognizes that there la not to be 
one world but two, that Russia 
will not cooperate toward peace 
but li an enemy intent upon one 
world in the sense that that world 
shall be Communist. 
In the conflict between the Com­ 
munist world and the non-Com- 
munist one, the coming San Fran­ 
cisco meeting is in important re­ 
spects a strengthening of the non- 
Communist world and of the 
United States as Its spearhead. By 
the general peace treaty with Ja­ 
pan and the pact between Japan 
and the United States that is to 
follow, Japan becomes a part of 
the non-Communist world, a bas­ 
tion of it and of us in the Pacific. 
The fact that some fitty other na­ 
tions join with us in the peace 
treaty with Japan, is an extension 
of our strength and our influence. 
This expansion of our strength and 
leadership is shown also ln^ the 
fact that an Immense majorify of 
the countries in the United Nations 
are formally on our side in the 
conflict in Korea. 


THE PEACE TREATY with Ja­ 
pan is brought about by our ini­ 
tiative and this is in itself a land­ 
mark of advance by us. Most of 


the past steps we have taken in 
the two-world conflict have been 
forced upon us by the initiative of 
Russian Communism. Our military 
action in Korea In June last year 
waa a hastily Improvised defense 
against an aggression by Com­ 
munism. We are stronger than we 
were when the Communist aggres­ 
sion lit Korea took place, stronger 
in the number of nations willing 
to be actively on our side in the 
two-world conflict, and strong« by 
the increase of our own armed 
forcae. 
Whatever Russian Communism 
does about our bringing about a 
peace treaty with Japan, what it 
has already done and the more 
that it will do in the meeting at 
San Francisco, is not initiative 
on its part, it is rather an excited 
and incoherent • reaction, to ini­ 
tiative by us. The status brought 
about by tha peace treaty with 
Japan is a deterrent of initiative 
by Communist Russia. 


THIS IS NOT TO suggest that 
Russian Communism will abate its 
hostility to us. What we have done 
about Japan is belated recognition 
of a permanent condition, that 
Russian Communism will never 
cooperate 
toward 
international 
peace, that any "one world” to 
which Russian Communism assents 
must be a Communist world. 
We ought to have recognized it 
earlier. To read now newspaper ac­ 
counts of the San Francisco meet- 
,ing in April, 1945 to organize the 
United Nations is to get a faint 
preview of what presumably we 
will see at the present San Fran­ 
cisco meeting. At the earlier meet­ 
ing Russian representatives blus­ 
tered, and the Communist heads 
at Moscow took official action con­ 
trary to the spirit of the United 
Nations. But America was so deep­ 
ly imbued with the desirability of 
bringing about a United Nations 
and of friendship with Russia that 
newspaper accounts reflected puz­ 
zlement rather than resentment. A 
headline in "The Washington Post” 
over a dispatch from San Fran­ 
cisco read "Soviet Mind Real Enig­ 
ma at Conclave." A Washington 
headline of a dispatch to "The New 
York Times’* said. "Washington 
Puzzled By Soviet Maneuvers." 
Mild as that phrasing was^ It 
ought td have put us on guard. 
But we were still at war and Soviet 
Russia was our ally. We were un­ 
der the spell of that fact, and of 
the Roosevelt administration’s pol­ 
icy of friendship toward Soviet 
Russia. These conditions accounted 
largely for the illusion we were 
under.

He admits he 
sometimes fishes all day and comes 
home skunked. Just learning that 
this can happen to someone else 
was a great relief to me. I’ve come 
home fruitless so often I thought 
someone was putting garlic on my 
hook. 
H ei a very relaxed and confident 
young man. He has fished in prac­ 
tically every state. And a movie 
was made of his catching a tarpon 
on an 18-pound test line. 
Hardesty’s home is in Detroit. 
He has a wife and small daugh­ 
ter. One of the drawbacks of his 
job is that he has to be away from 
them a lot He’s on the road most 
of*4he 12 months. 
This means, besides the fishing, 
giving exhibitions at sport shows 
on TV, before Boy Scout jamborees, 
at businessmen's meetings* before 
clubs, in schools and colleges. 
Interest in casting has grown so 
much, Hardesty says, that it’s be­ 
come a credit course in physical 
education at the universities of Il­ 
linois, Montana and Florida. Why? 
Because a man can fish long after 
he’s too old for baseball and foot­ 
ball.

MILITARY-CIVILIAN JUSTICE MESHES 
Marin Having No Difficulty 
Bringing Men Into Courts 


By TOM WHDER 
Marin, law enforcement officers 
are not Ukely to have trouble prose­ 
cuting military personnel who have 
violated the law, according to Dis­ 
trict Attorney Richard Sims and 
Hamilton Air Force Base authori­ 
ties. 
Referring to the situation in Con­ 
tra Costa county where the Army 
has often refused to hand over 
Camp Stoneman soldiers on civilian 
misdemeanor charges, Sims said 
that Hamilton Air Force Base au­ 
thorities have never followed the 
Army’s policy, 
'The Air Force with whose per­ 
sonnel most of our cases arise,** said 
Sims, “has not yet followed the 
Army practice. 
"To date the provost marshal’s 
office at Hamilton Air Force Base 
has fully cooperated in producing 
all defendants charged with crimes 
whether misdemeanor or felony.’ 
Base officials at Hamilton issued 
the following statement today: 
"We 
have 
always 
maintained 
close cooperation with civilian law 
enforcement agencies in the entire 
command. We will continue to co­ 
operate with these agencies to the 
utmost in keeping with Air Force 
directives and policies of the com­ 
manding general. We have had ex­ 
ceptional relations with all civil au­ 
thorities and have 
always had 
through the command.” 
The Marin prosecutor gave his 
opinion, however, that Army person­ 
nel are liable to prosecution by civil 
authorities, in spite of a recent 
Sixth Army directive which said 
that soldiers charged with mis­ 


demeanor offenses will be tried only 
in military courts. 
T t is my opinion.” he said, “that 
Army personnel off their military 
reservations are subject to civil ar­ 
rest. In those cases in which the 
defendant is taken into custody at 
the time of arrest, he shouldnT be 
released without bail or absolute

Overweight results from overeat­ 
ing. 
This is not an absolute rule. There 
are certain glandular states which 
can stimulate the body to form ex­ 
cessive fat. But. since these states 
are very rare, it remains true that 
the vast majority of obese people 
gained their poundage by over- 
indulgence in the pleasures of the 
table. 
EMOTIONAL NEED 
In studying this problem, doctors 
have been increasingly concerned of 
late years with the question of why 
certain people seem to enjoy food so 
much. As a result of their investi­ 
gations, many have come to believe 
that b> such cases the food is eaten 
to satisfy an emotional rather than 
a physical need. 
In other words, the individual 
who eats to excess is unconsciously 
attempting to fill an empty life or 
an empty heart when he fills his 
stomach with food. On this theory, 
boredom, prolonged inactivity, and 
lack of affectlon—any situation, in 
act, that leaves an Individual with 
a psychological feeling of emptiness 
-will lead to overeating, 
DRUGS IMPRACTICAL 
The use of drugs, accompanied 
by rigid diets hi treating obesity, 
can be both dangerous and imprac­ 
tical. Drugs, such as amphetamine, 
that deereasa the appetite, also 
often produce sleeplessness, and oc­ 
casionally may increase, rattier than 
decrease, the desire to eat. 
Medication with thyroid, although 
indicated when a person has a lack 
thyroid gland secretion, may 
cause a mineral and nitrogen Iom 
from the body 
Therefore, a logical approach to 
the problem of overweight hi many 
persons may be the institution of 
nychotherapy An attempt must be 
made to replace the psychological 
emptiness In the obese person's 
mind, as well as the emptiness in 
his stomach. 
NO CALORIC VALUE 
Re may be aided, meanwhile, by 
substances that will fill the stomach 
so as to create a comfortable led-

W ait u n til 
spring and then p r e p a r e the 
ground as ‘described above.

Selection Of Tools 
Vital In The Home

More damage can be done around a house by using cheap and in* 
adequate tools—and by misusing good tools—than would match the 
cost of a model workshop with the finest equipment. 
A screwdriver with a blade too large for the slot in the screw_ head 
slips «Hit and digs an ugiy and permanent scar in the woodwork, 
A hammer head flies off a cheap handle, crashes through a win­ 
dow, if not conking the worker on his head. 
Saw teeth that are dull or in need of jointing may cause a saw 
to jump from its kerf (the cut it is making), slash the worker’s guid­ 
ing thumb and run up a new doc- 


Concrete Path 
Easy To Make 


A concrete sidewalk can be laid 
directly on the earth if it is well- 
drained, otherwise it should have 
a well-packed 6" base of clean 
gravel or cinders. 
The concrete itself should be 
one part cement, 2 parts sand and 
S parts small crushed stone. Since 
4" is the right thickness tor a 
walk, 2x4s will serve as side forms, 
being held in position by stakes 
driven in the ground on the out­ 
side. Top edges of the 2xis should 
mark the surface of the finished 
walk and the boards oh one~side 
should be U" to V%” higher than 
the other so water will drain off 
the walk. 
The walk is laid in 6' sections 
with narrow spaces between each 
section to allow for expansion. This

When the side forms and cross- 
boards are in position, concrete is 
poured in alternate sections. When 
the concrete hardens, the cross­ 
boards are removed, leaving the 
strips of felt in place, and con­ 
crete is poured in the remaining 
sections. As concrete is poured it 
should be spaded and tamped to 
settle the stones and pebbles and 
bring cement paste to the top to 
provide a smooth surface. After a 
section is poured, a straight board 
is set on edge across the walk 
from one side form to the other 
and worked with a sawing, zig­ 
zag motion to remove surplus con­ 
crete and level the surface.

Quality tobls last longer, do bet­ 
ter jobs and need less *care than 
bargain-counter counterfeits.

plete home workshop. You’ll find 
that the difference in cost between 
a professional tool and an in­ 
ferior one amounts to compara­ 
tively little. That difference is en­ 
tirely offset by superior perform­ 
ance. accuracy and durability 
And you71 find that good tools 
will be respected. Other members 
of the family will not be so 
tempted to use a keenly whetted

THE SELECTION of tools and 
their proper usage are basically 
important in house maintenance.

Arequipa To Receive Needed Improvements 
As Gift On Sanatorium's Fortieth. Birthday

Today Arequipa, a tuberculosis 
sanatorium for women of limited 
means, is celebrating Its fortieth 
anniversary. Although its work has 
been carried on quietly through 
the past four decades, more than 
2700 patients have been treated 
since its founding. 
In recognition of Arequipa s ac­ 
complishments and to raise money 
in its behalf an informal barbecue 
and dance will be given on Sept. 
15 at the home of the Roger Kents 
in Kent Woodlands. 
Much of Arequipa’s success is 
due to the efforts of kindly, self- 
effacing Miss Emma Appelgren, 
who has been superintendent for 
17 years. She noted recently: “We 
made no distinction as to creed or 
color. All are accepted on what is 
in their chests rather than how 
they look from the outside. It used 
to be that we bragged about their 
coining from every state in the 
union. Now we say that they come 
from all over the world. Right 


now we have patients from Tahiti, 
Latvia, Italy, Russia, China, Japan, 
the Philippine Islands, San Salva­ 
dor and Germany.” 
AREQUIPA WAS NAMED for a 
Peruvian city of'that name and 
means “place of rest”. Located 
west of Fairfax on land donated 
by the Bothin Foundation, the 
sanatorium has been a San Fran­ 
cisco Community Chest agency 
since 1923. Although the patients 
pay for their care, money is badly 
needed for maintenance and for 
modern improvements. 
The majority of the patients are 
working girls or young mothers in 
their twenties or early thirties. 
Those who have minimal tubercu­ 
losis (early stage) are hospitalised 
from three to six months, al­ 
though it takes much longer to 
arrest the disease in the more ad­ 
vanced stages. The average case is 
hospitalized from six to eight 
months. Usually there are about 
50 patients at Arequipa, and at 


present 56 women are receiving 
treatment. 
STATISTICS CANNOT TELL 
the story of what Arequipa has 
meant to its individual patients. 
One of these was “Barbara”, who 
was admitted to Arequipa during 
the war. She had been working in 
a defense plant while her husband 
was in the service. She had no­ 
ticed that she tried early, but had 
thought nothing of it, since she'd 
never done such hard work be­ 
fore. Her chest was X-rayed when 
a mobile T.B. unit came to the 
plant, and the X-ray showed a 
cavity in one lung as large as a 
baseball. 
She was a tall girl, and weighed 
only 90 pounds when she came to 
Arequipa. She had been hospital­ 
ized there for some months when 
streptomycin, a wonder dirug for 
combatting certain types of tu­ 
berculosis, was introduced. Soon 
Barbara had gained 30 pounds and 
was well on her way to complete 
recovery. Today she has resumed 


a normal life, is working full time* 
and is still happily married to her 
ex-GI. 
“Beth", another 
very serious 
case, came to Arequipa while in 
her early teens. As she improved 
she learned to help out in the 
laboratory and after assisting there 
for more than a year, she was 
able to take a full time job as a 
lab technician. 
. 
Just recently she was married. 
At her wedding her brother, who 
had taken care of Beth ever since 
their mother died of T.B., said, 
“It's the happiest day of my life! 
I never thought that Beth would 
pull through.” 
« 
AL T HOUGH NEW X-RAY 
equipment and a remodelled lab­ 
oratory was giVen to Arequipa re­ 
cently by the Bothin Foundation, 
the patients’ lives would be more 
enjoyable if they had new dressing 
rooms and lockers (many of them 
must share lockers). A new walk-

Chemical Machinations Used 
To Rejuvenate Battered Movies

Movies is the topic for this week 
and, like a June bride, it’ll have 
something new, something old and 
something borrowed. 
Something new . . . for the ama­ 
teur home movie fans. After five 
years research, Ansco of Bingham­ 
ton, N.Y., announce they now have 
available 8mm daylight type Ansco 
Color film in magazine loads. This 
is the first new 8mm color film 
since Kodachrome was introduced 
15 years ago and comes just in 
time for the Increased summer 
market. 
At the same time magazine loads 
in 16mm daylight Ansco Color film 
is being marketed. Film for artifi­ 
cial light in both sizes wiU be 
added later. 
• * * 
Something old . . . like battered, 
scratched-up home movies that 
had seen their best viewing days, 
can now be rejuvenated and given 
a new lease on sight. The service, 
till now available to visual aids 
groups like museums, educational 
groups and business concerns, is 
being made available to the 16mm 
home movie field. Machines to take 
care of the 8mm fans are coining 
shortly. 
It takes a combination of chem­ 
icals and scientific machination to 
remove scratches from old films— 
In color as well as black-and-white 
—and^ make them viewable, but the 
demand is growing and the process 
is perfected according to Jack Ber- 


be given the lacquer treatment to 
prolong its life. 
“The business of fixing up old 
film is not new,” Henry Lloyd, an­ 
other official of Rapid Film con­ 
fided. “But the growth of tele­ 
vision saw a marked spurt In the 
saleability of old films. I needn’t 
remind you how Hopalong Cassidy 
became a national figure. And 
these old films needed all the re- 
Juvination they could get—which 
is much cheai^r than making new 
prints—to off-set the viewing dif­ 
ficulties of television Itself. 
“As pioneers in the restoration 
and preservation of movie film, we 
perfected our own machine and 
improved the processes, more than 
doubling the life of used films. 
“From the criticisms I ’ve heard 
of TV film fare,” he added, “per­ 
haps that isn’t such a good idea.”

A doctor friend of Bernard 
dramatized the need for making 
the service available to individuals.

and swollen, closing the tiny track 
of tl)e scratch till it disappears. It

It is nearly 200 years since the 
great English hymnist, Dr. Isaac 
Watts, slipped away to taste those 
“seas of heavenly rest” of which 
he sings in this popular and prec­ 
ious hymn of Heaven. But in 
churches throughout Christendom 
today the great hymns that he left 
behind him are still being sung as 
fervently as in Uie days that he 
penned them. 


How could present-day Chris­ 
tians possibly manage without such 
gems as “We’re Marching To Zion,” 
“O God. Our Help In Ages Past.” 
“When I Survey The Wondrous 
Cross,” “Jesus Shall Reign,” and 
the favorite of every Christmas 
season, "Joy To The World, The 
Lord Is Come.” 
None of Dr. Watts* hymns has 
enjoyed wider popularity and use 
than the one reproduced above. 
It was Included in th at rather not­ 
able volumne of “Hymns And 
Spiritual Songs” which W atts pub­ 
lished in 1707 whUe serving m 
minister 
of 
the 
Independent 
Church in London. Its title in that 
collection was “The Hopes Of 
Heaven Our Support Under Trials 
On Earth.” 
It was a great favorite in the 
nineteenth century gospel revivals 
which swept across America. Short­ 


ly after the war between the states 
ended, in 1865, an interesting anec­ 
dote appeared telling of the hymn’s 
use one night on the battlefield 
of Shiloh. According to the story a 
captain, who lay on the field, badly 
wounded, began to think as he 
gazed up at the starlit heavens of 
the suffering Christ endured on 
the Cross for the shis of humanity. 
“I felt,” the young officer said 
later, "that though wounded I 


ought to praise Qod. X could not 
help singing th at beautiful hymn 
commencing with the line, 'When I 
can read my tiUe clear.* And soon 
1 discovered th at there was a 
Christian In the brush near me. 1 
could not see him, but X could hear 
him. He took up the strain of the 
song, and beyond him another, and 
another joined in the tinging, and 
we made that bloody field ring 
with that hymn of loftt cheer.”

LATTER DAY SAINTS 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
All through history there has 
been racial discrimination. Jews 
considered that they were God’s 
chosen people and that they should 
not eat, worship or associate so­ 
cially with those whom they cAlled 
Gentiles. 
White men looked down on those 
whose skins were darker than 
theirs. Men of wealth and position 
lauded it over men of lowly birth 
who worked with their hands. 
Kings ruled their subjects with ab­ 
solute authority because they held 
their positions by authority of God 
Himself, so they claimed. 
Are men learning better, as the 
early church was gradually led to 
see that the gospel was not a mes­ 
sage to the Jews alone, but was 
intended to be brought to all men? 
As races and nations are forced by 
the changing world to mingle more 
and more together, are we learn­ 
ing that God made us all; that He 
loves us all, and we all should be 
brothers no matter what our posi­ 
tions in life, our race or color? 
ARE WE LEARNING that men 
have the same baste needs—of food, 
drink, clothes, shelter, love, liberty 
and understanding? And that all 
of us need to be saved from our 
sins and brought to God. 
St. John tells us that Jesus “must 
needs go through 8amaria.” Most 
Jews went a circuitous route to 
avoid going through Samaria, as 
they despised the people. They 
traded with them, but had no so­ 
cial or religious dealings with them. « 
You will remember from other 
lessons that the problem of wheth­ 
er the new religion was to be kept 
for the Jews only, or for the Gen­ 
tiles as well, troubled the early 
Christian church a great deal, and 
there was much dissension and dis­ 
cussion of the subject. Jesus shows 
us very clearly not only by the epi­ 
sode of His deliberately passing 
through Samaria, but of holding 
converse with a Samaritan woman 
—and a woman whose character 
He knew to be not of the best. She 
was one of His Father#s daughters, 
however, and Jesus would save her 
if He could—that is, if she had 
within herself the will to be saved. 
JACOB’S WELL was ilear the 
town of Sychar, where the apostles 
had gone to buy food. Jesus, being 
weary, sat down on the well, and 
the woman came there to draw 
water. Jesus asked her for a drink 
of water, and the woman usked, in 
surprise: “How is it that thou, 
being a Jew, askest drink of me, 
which am a woman of Saraarla?” 
“Jesus answered and said unto 


her, If thou knewest the gift of 
God, and who it is that saith to 
thee. Give Me to drink; thou 
wouldst have asked of Him, and 
He would hafle given thee living 
water.” 
This answer amazed the woman 
who said. “Sir, Thou hast nothing 
to draw with, and the well is deep; 
from whence then hast Thou that 
living water? Art Thou greater 
than our father Jaoob, which gave 
us the well?” 
PERHAPS THIS WOMAN was 
slightly annoyed, thinking this 
stranger was disparaging the well. 
“Jesus answered and said unto 
her, Whosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again; But who­ 
soever drinketh of the water that 
I shall give him shall never thirst; 
but the water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life.” 
We do not know if the words of 
Jesus helped this woman to lead a 
better life thereafter, or if she was 
converted, but we do know that 
Jesus felt the gospel was for every­ 
one, not just the Jews, and that He 
was purposely led to this woman 
by God’s bidding. 
Peter was staying with Simon, 
a tanner, when, going up to the 
roof to take a nap, he had a vision 
wherein He, being hungry, saw a 


sheet let down from heaven with 
all manner of animals In it, and 
a voice told him to kill and eat. 
Peter said he could not do so, 
as many of the beasts were “un­ 
clean” according to the Jewish 
law. The voice said, “What God 
hath cleansed, that call not thou 
common.” 
Peter wondered what meaning 
the vision had, but just then his 
host called that there were three 
men waiting to see him. The men 
came from a Roman centurion 
named Cornelius, and they said 
he must go with them to their 
master’s house. 
CORNELIUS WAS a saintly man 
and he wanted to embrace the 
Christian religion. Hearing that 
Peter was nearby, he had sent 
for him. 
As Peter neared Cornelius’ house, 
the soldier came running to meet 
him and threw himself on his face 
before 
Peter, 
worshiping 
him. 
Peter raised him, saying, “Stand 
up; I myself also am a man.” 
Peter might have taken this 
homage as his due; he was, with 
his brother, Andrew, the first man 
Jesus called to follow Him. He was 
considered the head of the early 
Christian church, but in his own 
opinion he was just “a man.” Let 
all who feel puffed up because of 
their success in life—whether they 
be churchmen or laymen, take note 
of this passage in The Acts. 
Finding that Cornelius had gath­ 
ered together a number of people 
into his house, Peter began his 
talk by reminding them that the 
Jewish law forbade a Jew from 
ooming to one of another nation, 
but that God had shown him in a 
vision that he should call nothing 
that came from Him common or 
unclean. He baptized the people in 
the house and they received the 
Holy Ghost. 
The lesson is clear: “God is no 
respecter of persons,” as Peter was 
convinced. “Christ is all, and in 
all.” Colos&ians 3:11.

HOLLYWOOD (/P>—Cary Grant, 
one of Hollywood’s highest paid 
stars, says all this talk ot scuttling 
the movie industry is pure non­ 
sense. 
"As a matter of fact,” he argues, 
"television is going to make us look 
good.” 
Now this is a rather bold view­ 
point,-but Grant backs it up with 
this reasoning: “It’s a matter of 
history. Every new medium of en­ 
tertainment adds distinction to the 
older one. When the movies first 
became popular, they pushed up 
the prestige of the stage.
